portant strikes, also to put the 
companies concerned into a Gov- 
ernment, receivership, would. in 
no sense mitigate the danger it 
holds for organized labor. 

Experience’ has already sharp- 
ly demonstrated the fact that big 
corporations have nothing what-

-ed” by a Government which their 
agents operate; whereas such a 
seizure of the unions, by placing 
them in hostile hands, would 
threaten their very existence. 

The Morse bill ‘(S-2999), like 
the rest of the mass of ‘anti-strike 
legislation now. pending before 
both branches of Congress, is cut 
from the same cloth as the Smith 
bill. It,.too, is designed to crip- 
ple the unions and to put them 
under the domination of reaction- 
ary politicians.
